SAPIRO STILL COUNSEL 
OF CALIFORNIA PRUNE MEN 


SAN JOSE, March 18. (#)--Aaron 
Sapiro, whose $1,000,000' libel suit 
against Henry Ford is being heard in 
Detroit. has been closely identified 
with the California Prune and Apri- 
cot Growers’ Association from its 
earliest inception down to the pres- 
ent time, his firm still being counsel 
for the organization. 

In 1917 Sapiro conferred with farm- 
er leaders who had a vision of & 
big fruit co-operative organivation 
and finally was engaged to draw up 
incorporation papers and to handle 
the legal end in getting the organ- 


ization going. 

After several years of apparently 
successful operation, Sapiro'’s admin- 
istration, In January. 1923, faced a 
demand for an accounting of the or- 
ganization’s finances on tbe part of 
Judge J. R. Welch, member of the 
board of directors. He charged that 
HM. G. Coykendall, 


Judge Weich further averred that 
the association's legal expenses had 
risen from 63600 in 1918 to 633,700 
in 1921. most of which he charged 
was paid to Sapiro. The judge was 
oveted from the board of directors, 
but not before he had won the ac- 
counting he sought. Later he bab a re- 
instated. 

Sapiro’s legal firm remains the as- 
sociation’s counsel to this day de- 
spite occasional criticism from Judge 
Welch and others. There is at pres 
ent @ movement toward complete re- 
organization of the association along 
radically changed lines. 

Pord’s attorneys spent several weeks 
in San Jose some months ago. ques- 
tioning association officials and gath- 
ering ammunition to be used against 
Sapiro.

England would not 
look with gieat favor upon the withdrawal 
of the United States forces In Hawali, far | 
she bas no convenient islands en which | 
to establish fortifications and nava: dases 
to protect her Pacific dominions, and wis | 
fact alone may explain her willingness to 
sit in a new, conference—to use her influ- 
ence to prevent Uncle Sam from discard- 
ing from British strength when the deal 
is on. 
California, Oregon and Wasbington are 
no more eager to become the first line of 
defense than are Canada, New Zealand and 
Australia. The protective base at Hawail 
is the source of great assurance of secu- 
rity to Americans on the west coast and 
it must never be abandoned through any 
emotional sense of international righteous- 
ness in the generous breast of Uncle Sam. 
The drama of the world is moving into the 
theater of the Pacific Ocean. Already the 
stage hands are at work on the sets and 
the play is rehearsing. Hawalian defenses 
are the birthright of America in this swift- 
ly growing drama and the Pacific West 
must mount a zealous guard to make cer- 
tain no ‘foreign power shifts the scenery 
between acts. 


OVIET FILMS 

The soviet government, which enter- 
tains so many scrambled ideas on many di- 
verse subjects, has some original methods 
for making of motion pictures. In the 
U.S.S.R. movies, like everything else, are 
under state monopoly, and sixteen officials 
of the Soviet State Cinema Syndicate have 
been thrown into prison for having produced 
pictures that were a total loss from a 
financial viewpoint. 
One of the charges against the officials 
was that they had spent $100,000 on un- 
necessary traveling and extravagant living 
during the filming of a picture. The d. 
rectors will soon be tried and probably 
severely punished. If this law were in effect 
in America, one shudders to think of the 
crowded condition of the Hollywood jails, 
especially as “inadequate preparation for 
films” forms one the reasons for the 
wholesale arrests. There are not many, but 
certainly a few, notables in Hollywood of 
whom it might be sald in all truthfulness 
that they are “inadequately prepared for 
films.” 
The Soviet State Cinema Syndicate has 
had hard sledding for some time. The sce- 
nario writer is sadly limited in his choice of 
subjects, as well as his treatment of them. 
The films are used for propaganda, with 
the result that revolutionary themes pre 
dominate, and the weary populace is sadly 
bored with them. Prerevolutionary themes 
must always portray the aristocrat as a 
monster of iniquity, and the proletarian 
actuated by none save the noblest motives. 
But the Russians, like people the world 
over, do not care for their amusement dished 
up in the form of propaganda, and attend- 
ance at the theaters that show state films 
is very light. ‘ 
American pictures are the most popular, 
and a snappy film from Hollywood is sure 
of a crowded house. The authorities throw 
many obstacles in the way of the showing 
of American pictures, Inasmuch as they not 
only lessen the attendance at soviet films, 
but show “bourgeois life in an attractive 
manner.” Nevertheless the exhibition of 
American pictures is eagerly awaited in the 
large cities, and the little Muscovite lads 
and lassies, as well as their parents, are as 


any American school child.

Council Fights 
Over Purchase 
of Police Cars 


„ The usual row which occurs in the 


City Council over the purchase of 
automobiles for the city started yes- 
terday end willrbe resumed Monday 
morning on the question of purchas- 
ing twenty cars to replace fifty motor- 
cycles in the police department. 

One of the competing automobile 
companies filed 6 written protest 
with the Council t the effect that 
the spirit of the city charter had 
been violated in that these cars were 
not purchased under the usual bid- 
ding system.
